Condensed and Put Into Read- 
able Shape.

the girl on the shoulder, making a fright- 
ful wound. Her recovery is doubtful.

t and shade. On most prairie farms 
tome trees are wanted for protection 
against the wind. A supply of nuts 
mi table for the wants of a family is almost 
is desirable as a supply of fruit. It is a 
2freat convenience to have an opportunity 
to procure fuel, posts, stakes and poles 
on ones own ground if occasion requires. 
A farm will sell for more if it contains a 
joodly number of tine forest trees. 
Most persons are aware of the great 

to procure a few posts, rails, or supports 
'or vines and trees. Although coal is 
generally used for fuel in the west, still 
some wood is required for kindling tires, 
Mid it is often quite difficult to obtain. 
A prairie farm entirely destitute of trees 
is a cheerless-looking place, except 
during the time crops are growing. It 
gives the same inipression»a desert does.

'xost. We know of no reason why they 
-.an not be made a specialty, like hop* 
i>i tobacco, and grown on a "large scale. 
They would require better soil and treat- 
ment than the common field bean, but as 
the price is three times greater, these 
-jould well be afforded. A rich gravelly 
ar sandy loam suits them best, and the 
phosphatic manures are well adapted to 
them. On this kind of soil we have not 
found them to run too much to wines, 
rven with heavy dressings of compost 
prepared from muck and stable manure. 
The vine is a strong grower, and requires 
abundant nourishment. The pods are 
formed quite thickly from the top to the 
bottom of the poles. They want the full 
tienefit of the sun, and the rows running 
north and south should be four feet apart 
and the hills four feet apart in the row. 
In planting we prefer to put the eye 
downwards, and not more than one inch 
deep. The first of June is early enough 
for this latitude.

They may have 
important parts to play in the economy 
of nature, but with our present knowl- 
edge of the matter it does not pay tc 
devote good land and valuable time tc 
their cultivation. Trees that afford 
beauty, shade, nuts, timber and valuable 
fuel occupy no more land lhan those 
that afford none of them. It may cost a 
liule more to obtain them, and it will 
take louger for them to attain a consid- 
erable size, but they will be of much 
greater value when They are grown. 
The most valuable trees that flourish 
well in this latitude have few or no " 
qualities. There are no objectionable 
characteristics in the rock-maple,, be 
birch, ash, oak or hickory. Erne 
valuable for more than one purpose, and 
some are valuable for many purposes. 
There may be economy in planting in- 
ferior trees on very inferior land, but 
good land should be made to produce 
trees of the greatest value if it is to be 
devoted to forestry purposes.
